Steam Communication on the 
Bastern Coast. 


Our morning cotemporary possesses a 
wonderful talent for distorting the say- 
ings and doings of the Member for Na- 
naimo-Comos, and the Member for Vic 
toria District. No later than yesterday 
it turned its peeuliar talent to accoont by 
representing in one part of its leading 
article that those two members pretend- 
ed that “land communication would 
serve the purposes of the settlements” 
on the Eastern Coast, and in another 
part of the same article that they 
were advocating “the impracticable 
scheme” of patting the Enterprise on the 
route between Victoria, Nanaimo, and 
Comex. Now it so happens, that 
neither of these positions is the fect, 
and that the one iscontradictory of the 
other... So far as roads are concerned, 


- both members advocated a stage road 


from Victoria to Nanaimo, and throagh- 
out their respective districts ; bat not 
with the view of taking off the Coast 
steamer; but in order to supply the Set- 
tlers of Cowichan with « more easy, 
cheaper and expeditions way of visiti 
Victoria or Nanaimo than having to 
' wait a whole week for a steamer to carry 
them and their freight to either of those: 
places, and after they'had reached their 
destination to remain several days longer 
there on ex than was desir- 
able, aus a loss of both time and 
money. The settlers on the East Coast 
can fully appreciate the want of a good 
road between Victoria and Nanaimo, 
and are consequently well prepared to 
second the exertions of the East coast 


members to get such a road whenever it | 


is practically possible,—and which, we 
believe, will not be farther off than 
1872. At the end of that year, we 
hope to see a daily stage between Vic- 
toria and Nanainio,—and © the citizens 
of the latter place reeding the Victoria 
morning papers every opening Such 
an altered state of things, we think, wiil 
not be vbjectionable tu our est Coast 
settlers, although itmay now excite the 
ire of our irritable cotemporary. Now, 
ia the next place, as to steam communi- 
cation with Comox, Mr.Bunster has suc- 
ceeded in ing a resolution through 
the Comailttes of Supply for semi-weekly 
commanication, which our cotemporary 
onder conceals. © Since it; was 
passed, the settlers of Comox have sent 
down a petition to the Governor for a 
semi-weekly service, and for a steamer 
different from the Sir James Douglas— 
one that will not draw more than five feet 
of water, which will enable her to go op 
Courtnay river to Green’s Landing, and 
by that. means save the Comox settlers o 
thousadd gee @ year, that ig ow 
paid by"them for boalage or lighterage 
in going to and leaviug the Sir Jams 
Douglas. If they were as content wih 
that steamer as our cotemporary makes 
them out to be, they would scarcely have 
sent down'a petition for another. Now, 
as regards the steamer Sir James Doug- 
las, we maintain that she is in no 
way suited to accommodate the. pas- 
senger treffic on the East coast, nor 
for carrying produce or stock.

| Eprror Sraxparp :—It is a great misfortune 
| for the rising generation that education is so 
much neglectedin this colony. It has always 
been the study of states, for generations back, 
to devise the ways and means for putting 
| their educational institutions on a sound and 
firm basis; becanse by doing so they were 
advancing the intellectual and material that 
was to enter the state. How is itin British 
Columbia? quite the reverse. It would ap- 
| pear that our government were quite indiffer- 
ent in regard to giving a sound education to 
the youths ofthe colony. A more illogical poli- 
| cy cannot be conceived; the fundamental rule 
| should never be overlooked that the moral, 
}intellectual and physical form ought to be 
| conjointly developed ; that the youth of the 
rising generation should as soon as possible 
be made acquainted with the nature and uses 
of all his faculties, in order to retain that 
degree of perfection which is consistent with 
the structure of his organs. The Public 
Schoo!s on the Mainland are ina deplo:a 1- 
condition, There is not on the Maiulaid 

outside of New Westminster, a competent tea- 
cher. They may be qualified to teach primary 
schools, but as to advancing pupils in the 
ordinary elements of an |English education, 
they are atterly incompetent ; in fact there is 
not one of them even got certificates of quali- 
‘fication from the present Inspector General 
of schools. Here: where the Public Schvol 
has been well supported by the inbabitants, 
inancially, it is; 1 am sorry to say, going to 
decay, the system and the brauches of educa- 
tion taught under tbe present teacher is dis- 
graceful. 1 understand the parents of the 
children attending school have petitioned the 
Governor to have the present teacher remov- 
ed. I regret to learn from all accounts tbat 
it is not a day too soon, and that the change 
may take place with the least possible delay, 
for it is really distressing to see the young 
generation growing up in ignorance in our

The Zown Council and the Fire 

: Department : 

Ep,toa Sraxpadp :—From your report of a 
meeting held yesterday, I learn that Dele- 
gates from the Victoria Fire mt met 
the members of the City Council, for the 
Purpose of devising ways and means for the 
permanent support of the Fire Companies. I 
further observe a resolution was arrived at 
by the Town Council, and a committee of 
three appointed to petition the Legislature to 
afford the necessary aid to the Fire Depart- 
ment, by increasing for its benefit the present 
fire tax on Insurance policies, trom one- 
eighth of one per cent. to one-sixth of one 
per cent ; and also to levy upon each of the 
Fire Insursnce Companies au anoual license 
ot $250. t 

Victoria has reason to be proud of its effi- 
cient Fire Department, and 1 was glad to see 
the ready acknowledgement of its claims to 
substantial aid by the Municipal Council. I 
would, however, tuke exception to the pro- 
posed mode of raising additional revenue, as 
being unjust to Insurance Offices and to 
those who are irsured; for it imposes addi 
tional taxation upon those who already ac- 
cord support to the Fire Department, and 
further exempts those who have hitherto 
contributed nothing towards ‘its aid. At 
present, Insurance Companies pay an annual 
license of $20. They have many expenses 
incidental to fires, and they have ever con- 
tributed liberal voluntary aid to the Fire De- 
partment, as will be patent trom the fact that 
three of the leading Companies lately con- 
jointly contributed about $1,000 to assist in 
the purchase of new engines, und further aid 
from other companies has been promised. 
Insurance Companies bave not, in this Col- 
ony, been such money-making concerns as 
many seem. to magiue. 1 question if their 
losses here do not, on an average, reach, if 
not exceed, their receipts. They will con- 
tinue to, do-business only on such terms as 
tbey consider will be lucrative, and their 
rates of insurance are arrived at after » care- 
ful computation of the risks accepted and the 
expenses iavolved in the conduct of their 
business. The present rates of insurance 
were fixed when Insurance Companies were 
comparatively free from taxation, and any 
additional tax upon them will result in their 
raising the rate of insurance ; or, ag-late ex- 
perience proves, they will, as a body, agree 
to transfer the tax directly upon the iusured. 

The Fire Department is a benefit to the 
community at large; to those who are provi- 
dent enough to insure against, and to those 
who are either able or reckless enough to ac- 
cept the visk of fire, All classes should, 
therefore, give their quota to its sup- 
port; and if one class more than another is 
entitled to bear the greater share of the 
burden, it is that which reaps the greatest 
benefit from the Fire Department. Thatclase 
undoubtedly is the bulders of un-insured 
property. 

This is more apparent from the fact that 
as there ig no average clause in Insurance 
Polices issued here, the insured rarely suffers, 
as in case of fire the ficst logs is. paid by the 
Insurance Company. Having shown who are 
| pre-emineutly interested in tne maintainance 
jot the Fire Department, let us see who are 
now its chief supporters. 

At present all insured property pays one 
eighth of one per cent. on the amount in- 
sured, and as all contributions and taxation 
obtained from the Iesurance Companies are 
indirectly derived from parties” insaring, 
upon that class, therefore, devolves the entire 
| support of the Fire Companies, with the ex- 
ception of the owners of real estate, who con- 
tribute one-fourth of one per cent. of its 
value to their aid. Owners of all other un- 
insured property in the shape of merchandise, 
of whatever description, ure totally exempt 
from taxation in support of the Fue Depart 
ment, which they avove all others are iuter- 
ested in seeing sustained. 

That the present mode of supporting the 
Fire Department bears exclusively upon those 
| who insure, while others who derive « greater 
} ocuefit from it are treed from all contribu- 
jtiv 8 towards its nid, is apparent, 

The proposed increased taxution would in- 
| ict so flayrane and patent a wrong upon the 
| very class who already are the sole suppor- 
ters of the Fire Department, that the petition 
}ton deliberative body like the Legislature 
must resultin its being thrown overboard. 

By ull means let us show our appreciation 
of the eflicient and voluntary services of the 
Fire Depsrtment, by giving the pecuniary 
aid which is regaued; bat, in common jus- 
tice, let the tax. be distributed in a manner 
somewhat proportionate tointerests protected 

While the Municipal Council cannot be 
taunted with an unseemly haste in the trans- 
action of its business, I yet think the above 
referred to resolution was passed without due 
consideration. 

Would it not be well to re-consider the 
matter, and bring before the Legis!ature for 
ratification, in aid of the Fire Department, a 
petition which would not, likethe present 
one, bear on its face the impress of palpable 
injustice? VOX.

}an example of great branches of. industry 
which for the time being may be regarded 
as wholly destroyed in France, that of the 
manufacture of kid gloves may be particu- 
larly referred to. This industry, although 
having its centre nominally in Paris, is really 
distributed over the whole ‘of Northern 
France, and affords occupsiion toa large 
number of peoplein widely different localities. 
Thus, the skins, a large number of which are 
imported from Italy, Switzerland and Ger- 
many are tanned and dressed at Beansacon, 
Beauvais, Luneavi'le, and a multitude of other 
places, and then sent to Paris, where the 
gloves, after being cut to pattern, are dis- 
tributed throaghout the provinces te be 
sewed hy women, who work at their homes. 
Itis thus obvious that all means of com- 
munication and transport broke up or preven- 
ted between Paris and the provinces, this in- 
dustry must of necessity be brought to a com- 
plete stand still, even though the export de- 
mand continues unabated, and the price in 
foreign countries become greatly augmented.

Two judges coustitute a quoram, but 
the coucurreuce of four judges is necasary 
for the revision or affirmation of ‘the 
judgement of the Court appealed from, 
uuless either party desires to appeal to 
the Queen in Coancil, The Court will | 
sit at Ottawa aud hold two terms an- 
uually, the first beginuing on the third 
Monday in Janoary, and the second on 
on the third Movday in June the term 
lasting in each case tweuty days, but 
with power to adjoatn. The rules of 
practice will be similar to those observed 
by the Judicial Commitee of the Privy 
Council. e 

Notice of appeal must be given with- 
in twenty days of the decision ef the 
Coart below, unless leave is obtained to 
extend the time.) Criminal appeals will 
be allowed, but!only where the Court 
appeuled from is not unanimous, Notice 
mast be servedut the Attoruey-General 
within twenty dsys; and auless the appeal 
is brought ou at the first term of the 
Supreme Coart, after the jadgement 
appealed against has been delivered the 
appeal will be held to bave dropped 
through. 

A novel feature in the proposed bill 
is the iutroductién of a power of appeal, 
or rather referetive to it, in constitational 
questions.
